With (he Fifth Army in Italy, Nov. 18 (AI*)— Determined 
to hold their Garigliano river line all winter if possible the 
| Germans have concentrated the bulk of their defensive 
strength along the Fifth Army front in a desperate bid to halt 
the Allied advance on Rome. 
This strategy became increasingly clear today as Amer­ 
ican and British patrols probed the enemy’s so-called winter 
line—a deep series of pill-boxes, gun emplacements, trenches 
and barbed wire entanglements blasted out of the rocky 
mountains. 
For the first time since Allied troops fought their w*ay 
ashore on the beaches of Salerno the Germans have fallen 
back while they fortified six positions—and no one has any 
illusions about the bitter, bloody battles that must be fought 
before the enemy is dug out of the hills. 
Natural Road To Rome 
The valley running from Cassino to Rome between tower­ 
ing fog-covered mountain passes is the natural road for the 
army to follow. 
And because it is the natural avenue to Rome the Germans 
have thrown up their heaviest defenses and massed the great­ 
er part of their troops in the vicinity, with Apennines on their 
left flank standing as a guard against the British Eighth 
Army. 
In addition to holding the strong positions on height- 
commanding the valley the enemy has had a friendly ally in 
the weather. 
Steady cold rains have swollen streams and 
inundated bypasses along the Fifth Army’s suppply lines a- 
well as subjecting troops to exposure in muddy slit trenches. 
But for the first time in a week the skies were clear today 
and a bright sun shone on the muddy front giving the Dough­ 
boys and Tommies a chance to dry their clothing. 
Also for 
the first time in several days the air force had a chance to 
strike at the enemy. 
The strain on the troops has been great and the rugged 
mountain fighting is underscoring once again the fact that 
war is a grim game for tough resilient youth.

Since Ute dawn of history men 
have engaged from time to time In 
bloody battle on the rocky shores 
of the little Islands of the Aegean 
Sea. either to capture them or, hav­ 
ing achieved th a t feat, to hold them 
against the enemy. 
One would think that these erup­ 
tions on the face of the waters were 
endowed with priceless wealth in­ 
stead of being mainly barren vol­ 
canic upheaval. 
Some of the big­ 
gest have had their merits and have 
been developed, but most of them 
have served merely as homes for 
fishermen. 
Still the battle of the Aegean 
islands goes on. Tire G erm ans have 
stormed Leros in the Dodecanese 
group by air and by sea and have 
wrested It from the British and Ita l­ 
ians after a fierce five-day struggle. 
Small Cos. twenty miles south of Le­ 
ros, likewise fell to the Hitlerites 
about three weeks ago. 
Why such an expenditure of men 
and materiel for a handful of rocky 
islands? 
Key To Aegean 
If you will glance at your maps of 
the Near East the story is there 
plain enough. 
Taken as a whole. 
these islands Iravc great strategic 
importance in relation to the Near 
East, the Balkans and even to the 
greatest battle of all time which is 
being waged along the Russo-Ger­ 
man front. They have yet another 
value, and that's psychological, for 
they lie close to Turkey and their 
possession by the Hitlerites is cal­ 
culated to give the Turks grim 
warning not to challenge Germany's 
strength by giving aid to the Al­ 
lies. 
Note first on your maps the big 
M editerranean 
island 
of 
Crete, 
which stretches like a watch-dog 
across the m outh of the Aegean. 
Then as you go north into the 
Aegean there are the Italian Dode­ 
canese islands on the right and the 
Greek Cyclades on the left. 
Be­ 
yond these are still others, until the 
whole sea is fairly choked with them. 
.Answer On The Carpet 
He who holds these islands con­ 
trols the Aegean—a fact which is 
doubly im portant because this is the 
only water route to the Black S«^ 
And it's Hitler who now possesses all 
the 
im portant 
islands, 
including 
Crete, with the exception of Samos. 
Naturally one of the first ques­ 
tions (hat arise is why the Allies, 
having got their foothold in the 
Italian Dodecanese when Italy col­ 
lapsed, should now bo thrown out 
bv tne Nazis 
Well, th a t’s a hot 
question which likely will irk the 
Allied 
high command. 
The loss 
presumably was due to lack of air 
coverage, the main Allied bases be­ 
ing 
far away, 
but whether 
this 
handicap of distance should have 
teen overcome is a point which 
somebody undoubtedly will have to 
answer on the carpet. Certainly this 
exhibition of Nazi strength is a 
warning that 
Hitler still is very 
dangerous. 
You’d think th at the Fuehrer had 
trouble enough on his hands up in 
Russia wiihout bothering with pin­ 
head islands in the Aegean. But it s 
precisely because lie is in such great 
difficulties up north th at he's cling­ 
ing so fiercely to the islands. 
Ankara Will Think 
Actually these islands are indirect 
protection for the gravely endanger­ 
ed German right flank up in tile 
Line per region. 
Tins is so for two 
vital reasons: (I) the islands effec­ 
tively block invasion of the Balkans 
via the Aegean, and Hitler dare not 
eilow the Balkans to collapse until 
he has pulled his battle-line clear 
back into Poland, past the entrance 
to the Balkan peninsula; <2> the 
blocking of the Aegean and the 
Dardanelles prevents the Allies from 
giving Russia Hie vast aid which 
would be possible if the Black Sea 
v'ere open to them. 
Of course, even if the Aegean were 
clear of the enemy, the Allies still 
w ould have to get T urk'v s permis­ 
sion before sending ships through 
the Dardanelles into xiv otherwise 
land-locked Black Seu 
One of the 
things that Hitler !eah> most is that 
the Turks will grant the Aides air 
bases, and throw the Dardanelle 
open to them. 
He hopes that his 
recapture of such strongholds as 
Leros will make Ankara stop and 
think before lending aid to his en­ 
emy. 
Of course, access to the D ar­ 
danelles would be ot use only when 
the Germans had been cleared out 
of tile Aegean. 
However, that Job 
can be done when the Allies tackle 
it in force, the present -Kbackt not­

Jewels, Then Shoot Them 


Moscow, Nov. IK (AP)—An eye­ 
witness account of Jewish massacres 
In Kiev during the early days of its 
occupation by German troops has 
been given the newspaper Izvestla 
by Dmitrii Grlov. a resident of 
Kiev, who said he saw hundreds of 
men and women stripped naked and 
then shot at the edge of a gulley 
Into W’hieh their bodies dropped on 
a great pile.
